FIGHT 1S ASSURED 
TO AMEND REBATE 
PLAN OF COOLIDGE 


Real Taxpayer Will Ben- 
efit Under Proposal To 
Be Pushed by Demo- 
crats, Simmons Says. 


G. 0. P. WILL SEEK 
ACTION THIS YEAR 


Want Rebate Applied to 
1925 Taxes—Democrats 
Describe Plan as One To 
“Cover Retreat.”

Washington, November 6.—Attack- 
ing President Coolidge’s proposal for 
an immediate tax refund as “artifi- 
cial” relief, Senator Simmons, of 
North Carolina, democratic tax lead- 
er. laid down the policy of his party 
tonight, by declaring that democrats 
would press for a comprehensive re- 
duction, and predicted that a bill giv- 
ing substantial relief to all classes of 
taxpayers would be enacted at the 
coming short session of congress. 

He indicated the democratic plan of 
action by pointing out that the meas- 
ure providing for the president's pro- 
posed rebate of 10 to 12 per cent 
could be amended in the house ways 
and means committee. ‘ 
Predicts Reduction. 

“I have abiding confidence,” he de- | 
clared in.a statement, “that both in 
the house and the senate, there will 
be found a sufficient number of votes 
to pass a tax reduction bill that will 
do full justice to American taxpayers 
and, in the main, to those who have 
not in fact paid the tex. 

“T am satisfied that the congress 
will present to the president a bili 
which will so nearly meet the unani- 
mous will of the taxpayers of the 
country that he will find it exceed- 
ingly difficult to veto it, though it 
may, to some extent, interfere with 
certain plans for the presidential vear| 
of 1928.” 

“Humiliating Surrender.” 

Simmons, with other democrats who 
attacked the  president’s proposal, 
pointed out that Coolidge’s advocacy of 
a tax cut, after he had opposed one, 
camé upon the heels of the election in 
which several republican scnators were 
retired, Simmons describing it as “a 
humiliating surrender for the president 
and the administration,” which he said 
never would have been made “except to 
cover retreat.” 

The government surplus, Simmons 
argued, should be returned in tax re- 
duction, not in rebates. 


“The difference,” he said, “is funda- 
mental. A rebate or a refund merely 
_ returns the money to the agency which 
collected it and paid it into the treas- 
ury. In the case of the consumers of 
the products of great factories, a re- 
fund or rebate returns the tax to the 
manufacturer, although it is a matter 
.of common knowledge that the manu- 
yore adds the tax to the price 
| as a part of the cost of

Ayres is Expelled. 

The alleged Ford representative who 
was expelled from the train on order 
of Colonel John H. Carroll, offical 
host to her majesty, is J. A. Ayres, of 
New York. The colonel’s action fol- 
lowed published stories quoting Ayres 
spending 
nearly half a million dollars to pro- 
vide transportation for the royal party 
and that Ayres himself was loaning 
money to members of the intourage 
with which to pay incidental expenses. 

In a statement, Colonel] Carroll said 
Ayres represented himself in New 
York, before the tour started, asking 
for permission to ride on the train on 
the basis of an agreement which he 
said he had ~° ‘th the Rumanian lega- 
tion in Washington, by which he was 
to have automobiles made vy the Ford

Ayres was denied a seat on the 
train until Ottawa was reached several 
days ago, having followed the train by

Four Men; Including Dep- 

uty Administrator for 
District of Columbia, 
Fired From Force. 


Washington, November 6.—(/)—An 
object lesson in lawful law enforce- 
ment was set before the eyes of the 
prohibition army today by its com- 
mander-in-chief, Major General An- 
drews, 

Explaining why the names of four 
of his officers will appear no longer 
on the rolls, he listed “frankness,” 
and “straight-forwardness” as quali- 
ties to be cultivated by prohibition 
agents, and described “threatening and 
insulting methods” as something that 
will not be tolerated. 

The manifesto was plirased in terms 
direct enough to Be reminjscent of the 
general's army days in France. It was 
addressed to the field forces of pro- 
hibition the cotntry over and it con- 
tained a definite order that agents 
“must not stop automobiles exeept for 
unquestionable reasons indicating that 
the car is engaged in illicit practices.” 

Held Up Official. 

The four.men summarily dismissed 
from the service for violating these 
policies included Robert L. Living- 
ston, deputy prohibition administrator 
for the District of Columbia, The oth- 
er three were agents under him. All 
four were accused of having held up 
and searched without cause the motor 
car of Charles R. Nash, himself a 
high official of the treasury. He is 
deputy commissioner of the bureau of 
internal revenue, which is the parent 
of the prohibition unit, but he report- 
ed the incident, he said, solely in his 
capacity as a citizen, 

Ends Strong Arm. 

One of the. much-repeated stories 
among government officials here in the 
capital tells how a very high judicial 
officer, driving back into Washington 
after a fishing -trip, was stopped by 
prohibition agents who searched his 
car despite his protects and found 
nothing. . 

General Andrews said today his 
course in the latest strong-arm case 
was calculated to set an example that 


would protect from mistreatment the 
humblest citizen, equally with the 
most powerful official of thé govern- 
ment, 

“The whole incident, in all its par- 
ticulars, shows a serious lack of ¢on- 
formity with our instructions and gen- 
eral policy for the conduct of lIagy en- 
forcement,” said he im his order to 
his field officers. 

“The deputy administator showed a 
deplorable lack of leadership and sense 
of responsibility, and, furthermore, dur 
ing the investigation was far from 
exhibiting the qualities of frankness 
and straight-forwardness which should 
characterize an officer in our service. 


Stops Insults. 


“The egents used drawn revolvers 
and threatening and insulting lan- 
guage arid methods absolutely without 
cause or even excuse. They did not 
avnounce themselves as federal offi- 
cers, or show their haloes. They 
might easily have been mistaken for 
bandits and, had the occupants of the 
car been armed, their ridiculous con- 
duct might easily have resulted in a 
shooting scrape. They have shown 
themselves absolutely unworthy to ex- 
ercise the authority and dignity of 
federal officers.

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TERRIFIC TYPHOON 
SWEEPS PAGIEIC, 
NAVY IS INFORMED 


More Than 100 Persons 
Believed Killed, Accord- 
ing to Reports Received 
in Manila. 


Manila, P. I., November 6.—Re- 
ports received here say that more than 
a thousand persons were killed by a 
typhoon which swept the entire island 
of Luzon today. Manila is situated 
on Luzon. 

Confirmation of the reports is im- 
possible, as wireless stations in the in- 
terior, including the navy radio sta- 
tion at Los Banos, were badly 
wrecked. 

Natives report that severs] hun- 
dred fishing vessels were grounded or 
sunk. 

According to the reports, the lives 
were lost in southern Luzon where 


the storm hit hardest. Efforts to re- 
pair communication lines ,are being 
made by officials to learn the extent 
of the damage, 

Many bridges were washed away in 
the torrents caused by tlie typhoon 
and several hundred native homes 
were destroyed. according to reports 
here. 

Little damage was caused in the 
northern sections of the islands. 

The typhoon, which had, been hov- 
ering over the China sea_ for several 
days, moved enstward and struck the 
Laguana district of Luzon with full 
force. Los Banos, about 35 miles 
south of Manila, was believed to have 
received the full fury of the gale.

thrown open here by announcement 
that a miniature of George Walton,

one of the signers of the declaration | 


of independence, painted by one of 
the world’s greatest painters, is avail- 
able for purchase. 

George Walton was one of the most 
distinguished leaders of Georgia in 
the colonial period, and during the 
revolutionary war, being representa- 
tive in the continental congress, one 
of the signers of the declaration of 
independence and later one of the 
state’s first governors. The minia- 
ture is a beautiful work of art and is 
in as flawless condition today as when 
painted in 1776 by James Peale, one 
of the greatest miniature printers of 
that period. It is to be sold by Mrs. 
Blanche Walton Hickman, a collater- 
al descendant of the famous Georgia 
statesman. 

Considered purely as a work of art, 
the miniature ig of inestimable value 
as the eolors are of exceptional pur- 
ity and the flesh tones perfect. Jacob 
i. Lowrey, of Augusta, is acting as 
agent for Mrs. Hickman in the sale 
of the miniature, which is the only one 
painted during the lifetime of Walton. 


Only One of Kind. 


Charles Francis Jenkins, of Phila- 
delphia, leading authority on the sign- 
ers, states that, as far as known, it 
is the only contemporary hkeness of 
any of the three signers from Georgia. 
It is also the belief of Mr. Jenkins 
that Trumbull used this miniature as 
a model for the head of George Wal- 
ton in that artists’ famous painting, 
“The Signing of the Declaration.” 

From an authoritative source, it is 
learned that three of the greatest mu- 
seums of this country are endeavor- 
ing to purchase the miniature. Its 
sale has been held up for the time 
being in deference to the wishes of 
a patriotic organization which hopes 
to raise money for the purchase otf 
the painting, which would then be 
placed in the national headquarters of 
the organization. Hope is expressed 
in the many quarters that the relic 
will be purchased by a group of citi- 
zens of the state and placed on per- 
manent exhibition in the state li- 
brary in Atlanta. where it would be 
on public view for all time and he- 
come the heritage of the people of the 
state in whose destiny George Walton 
played a major role. Others believe 
that the National Association of 
the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution will institute a national cam- 
paign for the purchase of the minia- 
ture and place it here in George Wal- 
ton’s home, “Meadow Garden,” which 
is regarded as the greatest patriotic 
ghrine in Georgia. “Meadow Garden” 
was purchased through a similar pro- 
cedure by the national association of 
the daughters. In it hangs a painting 
made in recent years that was copied 
from the miniature. 

Visit to LaFayette. 

An interesting anecdote connected 
with the history of the miniature is 
told about the farewell visit of La- 
Fayette paid to this country in 1824- 

5. He wrote to the widow of 
the signer, who was then living in 
Tallahassee, Fla., urging her to meet 
him in Mobile, where he could renew 
the ties of friendship that bound him 
to her husband. Mrs. Walton was too 
feeble to make the arduous journey 
and sent instead her little grand- 
daughter, Octavia Walton, who later, 
as Madame Le Vert, attained interna- 
tional renown. Octavia carried with 
her the miniature of the signer m 
order to refresh the memory of the 
distinguished Frenchman, But it was 
not needed. As Madame Le Vert re- 
corded later in her writings, LaFay- 
ette, with tears streaming down his 
cheeks, sat the ehild upon his knee, 
spoke of her remarkable resemblance 
to her grandfather and conversed with 
her at length in his own language, 
as Octavia spoke three languages flu- 
ently at the age of 12.

ton Gwinnett, with the date 1753. 
This rare item was offered for sale 
in Philadelphia last March but was 
almost immediately withdrawn from 
the market by its owner despite pub- 
lished accounts of its sale. Its appear- 
ance then, on account of its dilapi- 
dated condition, did not attract the 
attention due its value. Since that 
time Charles Francis Jenkins hns pub- 
lished a brochure on the relic and 
has thrown the weight of his authority 
on the authenticity of the autograph. 
Rare Signature. 

Gwinnett’s afitograph is one of the 
rarest known. There are only 35 of 
his signatures known to exist, the| 
last one having been recently discoy- 
ered by Miss Ruth Blair, state his- 
torian of Georgia. One sold in Phil- 
adelphia at the George C. Thomas 
sale, November 18, 1024, for $14,000. 
On January 19,1926, at the Colonel 
James H. Manning sale in New York, 
the astounding price of $22,500 was 
realized for a specimen said not to be 
of the first rank. 

It is a coincidence that the Gwinnett 
Bible and the Walton miniature are 
placed on sale exactly 150 years after 
these men affixed their signatures to 
the declaration of independence. At- 
tention is further focused on the 
Georgia signers by the forthcoming 
biography of Button Gwinnett, by 
Charles Francis Jenkins, which will 
soon be off the press.

Effective April 1, 1925, the Geor- 
gia commission prescribed rates on 
these materials for application be- 
tween points in Georgia that had the 
effect of removing discrimination be- 
tween producers in Georgia and also 
removed discriminations against Geor- 
gia producers that had existed in fa- 
vor of producers in Alabama and South 
. ©arolina. Producers of sand, gravel 
and slag in Alabama and Tennessee. 
complained to the interstate commerce 
commission against the Georgia rates, 
and the Atlantic Coast Line railroad 
also filed a complaint to the effect 
that the Georgia rates were too low. 

At the hearings before the inter- 
state commerce commission, the Geor- 
gia cOmmission, through its rate. ex- 
pert submitted a mass of evidence in 
support of ia rates, but 
the examiner of the interstate com- 
merce commission who heard the case 
has recommended to the interstate 
commerce commission considerable in- 
creases in the rates fixed by the Geor- 
gia commission. 

At the hearings in Lee g ton next 
week, Chairman Perry and Mr. Price 
will submit arguments to the federal 
commission in support of the Georgia 
commission’s rates and will show that 
any further increase in the Georgia 
rates will place an undue burden on 
the taxpayers of Georgia and will pos- 
sibly have the effect of retarding the 
present road building program in eor- 
gia.

No session of the North Georgia 
tonference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, which conrenes at Wes- 
ley Memorial church next Wednesday, 
has attracted wider and deeper in- 
terest than the sitting for the cur- 
rent year.

‘pastors, and the presidency of Bish- 


op William B. Beauchamp, who pre- 
sides over the north Georgia body for 
the first time. Besides the larger fea- 
tures enumerated, there will be nu- 
merous routine matters that are of 
vital interest and will demand atten- 
tion. 

Although Bishop Beauchamp is to 
preside here for the first time, he is 
by no means’ a stranger to Georgia 
Methodists.

Rome, November 6.—(4)—Enemies 
of the fascist regime suspected of seri- 
ous opposition but not committing 
overt acts punishable by imprison- 
ment, will be liable to indetérminate 
terms of ferced residence on four 
lonely islands by the new decrees in- 
tended to safeguard Mussolini against 
further attempts to assassinate him. 

The islands of Lipari and. Ustica, 
between the Calabrian and Sicilian 
coasts near Strombolio volcano, Trem- 
iti, in the Adriatic off the Apulian 
coast, and Pantelleria, in the Medi- 
terranean, between Tunis and Sicilie, 
will be utilized for this purpose. 

Police Zones Planned. 

The entire territory of the kingdom 
will be divided into police* zones sim- 
ilar to those established successfully 
in Sicily in the recent struggle to 
wipe out the mafia and black hand, 
suspected opponents of the regime, 
being compelled to live from one to 
five yearS in a certain zone. Severe 


penalties will follow any attempted ‘ 


evasion. Banishment to the saat 
will be reserved for persons consid- 
ered most dangerous to national peace. 
Special provincial committees, pre- 
sided over by the prefects, acting on 
police information, will impose the 
sentence in these cases, no appeal be- 
ing possible from their decision.

ONE TIME PALACE NOW GAMBLING PARADISE 


Retires to Convent

Paris, November 6.—With her 
jformer castle at Biarritz now the 


greatest gambling place in all Europe, | 


the unhappy Queen Nathalie, of Ser- 
bia has retired to the cold stone cells 
of a Catholic convent in a side street 
of the Paris Latin quarter. 

Unfortunate inher love affairs as 
she was in her political and family 
life, Queen Nathalie lives wholly cut 
off from the world of today and for- 
gotten by the people over whom she 
ruled as wife of Milan, king of the 
Serbs, nearly a half century ago, 

A bent, old woman, dressed in the 
simplest of black clothes, is often 
seen wandering through the narrow 
thoroughfares of the quarter. Al- 
though. locking herself in her cell 
every night and taking her frugal 
meals at the convent, Nathalie still 
keeps the right to take her daily 
walks through Paris. 

There is nothing regal about her 
bearing now. Sorrow has creased her 
face. Divorced while yet queen, she 
was reconciled with Milan after his 


abdication had been forced upon him 
in 1889. She saw her son, Alexan- 


dre, who succeeded Milan to the 
throne, assassinated, together with his 
wife, Queen Draga, in May, 1903. 
With Alexandre, the last male in line, 
the house of Obrenovitch lost power 
to the ,house of Kara-Georgevitch, 
reigning in Jugo-Slavia today. 
Nathalie left Serbia, where her life 
had been one of continuous sorrow. 
She settled in France, choosing a 
place along the basque coast over- 
looking the Atlantic. Biarritz, a mile 
away. was then only a pretty fishing 
port. , 


There she built her palace, the Villa 
Sacchino, and there she lived and en- 
joyed her first real happiness. But 
the war took away much of her for- 
tune. beyond her immense real estate 


holdings, hundreds of acres of parked 
land jus at the edge of Biarritz. 

‘For millions of francs, she parted 
with her castle. Its name was changed 
to the Pavillon Royal, electric lights 
were strung under the trees, a glass 
dancing floor, lighted from underneath 
was built in the state dining room, 
and Harry Pilcer, known to stagefolk 
of two continents, was called in as 
master of jazz. 

Recently the great salons were con- 
verted into gambling rooms, with 30 
tables for baccarat and 10 for boule. 
The Pavilion Royal is today a rival 
of Monte Carlo and of Deauville and 
its tables earn annually 100,000,000 
francs. 

But Nathalie was not foresighted 
enough to retain an interest in her 
castle and farm out the gambling 
rights as did the Prince of Monaco. 
While Monte Carlo and Monaco live 
from the royalties of the gambling 
tables and the Prince of Monaco gets 
a real princely living from the bac- 
carat rooms, Nathalie prefers to take 
her millions and leave~ Sacchino, 

Paris was a disappoinmtnet to her, 
for ‘while she was weahtly in money, 
of friends she had none. The lone- 
someness of the great city frightened 
her and a short time ago she rapped 
at the heavy wooden door of the con- 
vent and asked to be taken in. 

Her immense fortune lies in a bank, 
its earnings being used.to help in the 
work of the Sisters of Charity. Her 
jewels lie locked in a safety deposit 
vault, her crown which she brought 
away with her from Serbia, gathers 
dust on a shelf. Nathalie goes to her 
straw bed by candlelight in a Paris 
convent while at the Pavillon Royal 
the Prince of Wales, the king of 


Spain and other royal visitors enter- 
tain gay dinner parties and in an ad- 
joining room Americans and English 
stack ‘their chips and win or lose for- 
tunes on the turning of-a card.

and counter plots in the weird tangle 
extend from Rome to Barcelona and 
Paris, 

The officical note of regret was is- 
sued in Rome after the French gov- 
ernme ¢ had issued a second protest 
against anti-French manifestations in 
Africa and along the frontier between 
Italy and France. 

According to the protests of the 
French, fascists invaded French con- 
sulates or attacked Frenchmen. The 
vutbreaks were said to have been a 
result of the attempt to assassinate 
Premier Mussolini in Bologna last 
Sunday. Although the  premier’s 
would-be assassin, who was prompt- 
ly lynched by a mob, was not a native 
Frenchman, the Italians feel that the 
French have net been diligent enough 
in dealing with anti-fascists who 
wander into French territory.

In a message accompanying the bill, 
the president said that its purpose was 
to seal every loophole making possible 
evasions in the present regulations 
and to prepare the way for complete 
and absolute enforcement of the reli- 
gious clauses of the constitution. 

The new bill re-enacts all the re- 
strictions of the regulations which 
caused the Catholic episcopate to or- 
der its priests to suspend church serv- 
ices and resulted in an economic boy- 
cott by the Catholic lait¥. The new 
provisions increase their rigidity..in 
numerous details. “, 

The only point in which the new bill 
lightens the present restrictions is in 
a clause permitting non-Spanish speak- 
ing foreign colonies to have priests or 


ministers for their churches for a pe- 
riod of six years. This concession 


-|is made conditional on the agreement 


that such foreign ministers will teach 
and prepare native Mexicans to take 
over their pulpits at the end of the six- 
year period when they must withdraw. 
At present no foreign ministers are 
functioning in any churches in Mexi- 
co, being forbidden to do so under 
the constitution.

| gested here today by Hudson Maxim, 


inventor, who is visiting this section 
for his health, Mr. Maxim declared 
he was spending the major portion of 
his time in advocating repeal of the 
ISth amendment. - 

Maxim is in favor of establishment 
the Canadian dispensary system in 
America, and for the south, he be- 
lieves hard liquors should be denied to 
the negroes. and at the same time 
made available for the white people. 

When asked how the negro could 
be discriminated against, he replied: 
“Well, you of the south find no 
trouble in disfranchising the negro, 
you find no difficulty in Jim Crow- 
ing him—and mind you, I am not 
objecting to this—so I don't think you 
would have any trouble in passing 
some kind of a law to prohibit the sale 
of liquor to him. at the same time 
making it legal to sell it to the white 
man. The question of class legislation 
doesn’t give the southern states any 
trouble.’ 

Mr. Maxim has always been in 
favor of preparedness against war. 
In discussing this subject here, he 
said: “The trouble with this coun- 
try is that when the war is over they 
believe there will never be another 
one, and they just let everything drop. 
Then when there is a great conflict, 
they become excited and spend liter- 
ally billions recklessly.” 

Mr. Maxim is accompanied by his 
wife, his secretary and a chauffeur 
and expects to pass through Alabama, 
Mississippi, Texas and on to Cali- 
fornia.

SHOW MANAGERS CAN NO LONGER JUDGE VALUE OF PRODUCTIONS | 


Showoff for Rooters and for Fashions 


(By the Associated Press.) 

New York, November 6.—Rooters 
have supplanted rounders at New 
York’s theatrical first nights, but the 
producers still are in doubt of the 


{box office merits of their offerings un- 


til after subsequent performances. 

“First nights’ in the motion pictftre 
world—or “‘world premieres” as- they 
have become known—although a de- 
velopment of recent years are more 
far reaching in immediate commer- 
cial gain and more noisy than those 
of the legitimate stage. 

Applause Misleading. 

In former years there was a consid- 
erable number of “men about town” 
who cherished attendance at every 
first night. When the curtain was 
raised according to producers, they 
would greet the actors with a blase 
look that seemed to say, “I dtfy you 
to entertain me.” If applause was 
forthcoming the producer knew his 
play was a success. If applause was 
“tieht, as was frequently the case, 
ne was in doubt. 

Now the first night audiences, aside 
from the dramatic critics, are com- 
posed largely of friends of the pro 
ducers, the playerg and the authors, 
especially invited.

Happily had my two youngest | 
children with me—I would hardly 
have had the courage to tear myself 
away if I had not been allowed to 
take them with me. 

My boy Nickey is 23—already a 
man, but there is something very 
young about him, very boyish—he has 
been many years absent from Rumania 
as he has been at Eton since the war | 
and then in the English navy. ‘The 
sade defection of our eldest son 
brought him back to sterner duties; 
to a more arduous work. 

There are many things that he must 
learn, and what could be a better les- 
son to him than a visit to America? 

Of course, there were many at the 
station to see me off; all the govern- 
ment officials and at their head dear 
old General Avarescu, a friend of good 
and bad days, and a great favorite of 
old King Carol, who helped him on 
in his military eareer. It was large- 
ly through his efforts that I was al- 
lowed to undertake this long journey 
which had often been considered but 
which had never ripened into reality 
under other governments.

“The American Red Cross has a 


foremost place in the ranks of dis- 
tinetive American institutions which 
we honor and loyally support,” the 
proclamation § said. “Operating in 
practically every city, town and coun- 
ty in the United States as well as in 
our territorial possessions, it has be- 
come an intimate part of our every 
day life. To it we turn instinctive- 
ly and confidently when sudden ca- 
lamities occur. 

“Each year we have renewed proof 
of the willingness, the promptness and 
the efficiency of this organization in 
responding to the call of duty. It has 
become the recognized agency of our 
government and of our people in meet- 
ing emergencies calling for prompt as- 
sistance of a material character 
whether on our own or foreign soil. 

“It is not alone at time of disaster 
that the Red Cross servés humanity.

A request that the presiding bishop 
of the north Georgia conference of the

The Day in Finance 


Fall im Stock and Cotton 
Markets Again Put Business 
Situation Under Close Scru- 
tiny of Traders. ' 


New York, November 6.—With the 
election now out of the way, without 
developing the widely-predicted up- 
heavals, Wall street, in its efforts to 
get a line on the stock market, has 
gone back to discussion .of the gen- 
eral trade situation and outlook. The 
largest bank here points out this week 
that continued trade activity for the 
balance of 1926 is generally accepted 
without qualification. Buf it is added 
by this reeognized anthority, which 
usnially finds something hopeful to 
talk about, “despite this very satisfac- 
tory showing for current trade, some 
uncertainty is expressed as to busi- 
ness prospects after the turn of the 
year.” The fall in the stock and cot- 


ton markets have again placed the, 


business situation under scrutiny and 
raised questions as to how much 
longer the present pace can he con- 
tinued without some interruption. 

It is pointed out by the foregping 
authority that the building industry, 
which has been a sustaining influence 
on general trade, cannot be expected 
to go on expanding and may undergo 
some recession; that competition in 
the automobile industry, which has 
been another sustaining influence on 
general trade, is becoming more se- 
yere: that the steel indtistry, stimu- 
lated by activity in the building and 
automobile lines, is experiencing some 
falling off in activity, instead of 
showing the usual autumn expansion. 
This banking authority, uspally tak- 
ing a bold stand when others are 
doubting, frankly declares itself on 
the fence until the “force and direc- 
tion of currents now in motion can 
he measured more accurately.” Com- 
ing from a source almost habitually 
optimistic. the foregoing was_ taken 
by many Wall street people as gloomy, 
to say the least. 

Many Encouraged. 

There are people in Wall street, 
however, whose opinion is worth hav- 
ing because in the past their predic- 
tions have come true, who feel en 
couraged instead of discouraged over 
the general trade situation and out- 
look. In such quarters there is no in- 
elination to under-estimate the svs- 
taining influence that has been ex- 
erted on general trade by the build- 
ing. automobile and steel industries. 
It is realized that there may be slow- 
ing down ahead in three basic indus- 
tries. In the circles referred to the 
feeling is that such developments 
would be a sign of strength instead of 
weakness.

COTTON RELIEF BILL 
PROBABLE IN CONGRESS 


Waycross, Ga., November 6.—(Spe- 
cial.) —There shoul. be no specula- 
tion in cotton and the farmer should 
not be forced to hold their cotton or 
borrow money on it, declares Congress- 
man W. C, Lankford, of the eleventh 
Georgia district, in a letter addressed 
to the nominating committee that re- 
cently notified him of his renomina- 
tion to congress from his district. 

The wy was addressed to J. 
Mitchell, W. Putnam and John 
W. Beanett, Jr., of Waycross, and in 

art says: 

r There i is much that should be done 
‘by congress in the immediate future, 
but more important to our section than 
all else is the passage of legislation 
which wil] give our farmers a square 
deal. The cotton problem can be and 
must. be solved, or the .responsibility 
must be borne by those who desire to 
legislate against the farmers and not 
for them. The cotton farmers should 
be encouraged to produce a reasonable 
amount of cotton each year, but not 
an over-crop and should be positively 
assured of a price which will make 
the business of growing cotton as 
profitable as the business of manu- 
facturing it. 

“There should be no speculation on 
cotton. The farmer should not be 
forced to hold his cotton or borrow 
money on it, To my mind, any sy8- 
tem uiring this is faulty and vici- 
ous, here should be a minimum 
price profitable to the farmers and 
cotton should be bringing either this 
minimum price or a better Price every 
day in the year, If the minimum price 
be 20 cents, then the farmer could 
get this amount at any time. The

Re- 
cently brekers loans continued. to in- 
crease until a point was. reached 
where uneasiness was again voiced. 
Instead of ignoring the steadily in- 
creasing brokers loans however, a 
drastic reduction in these loans oe- 
curred, Prompt action was taken to 
handle the eotfon situation. Likewise 
action was started this week to* cur- 
tail production of crude oil. Pgreduc- 
tion ef automobiles and steel is being 
curtailed, These are See not wn- 
favorable signs. As long as warnings 
against excessive speculation in the 
stock market, in real estate, in-build- 
ing, im pfoduction of finished and 
raw materials aré heeded it will be 
possible to find people in Wall street 
who will continue to feel encouraged 
over our situation and outlook. 

If the country’s demands for build- 
ing and automobiles have been satis- 
fied for the tinte being we are not 
going to get into trouble by adjust- 
ing ourselves to these changed con- 
ditions. ‘It is true as pointed out by 
the banking authority quoted above 
that it will be difficult to find a sus- 
taining influence on general trade to 
take the place of a falling off in.the 
domestic demand for building and .~ 
automobiles. It is possible that w pill 
have to be content for awhile h 
a smaller volume of, general trade. 
Again it is possible that the volume 
of our general trade will continue 
large through an increase in our ex- 
ports of finished and raw materials.

In not being able to see very far 
ahead at the present time we are in 
the same boat with other countries, 
only our boat has in recent years 
proved itself far safer and more com- 
fortable.

In that time Bad-has taken part in 
108 contests, and dfring that period 
has lest only two decisions. 

These two losses were against men 
who whirl-winded from start to fin- 
ish, a hard fight for any referee to 
figure when both men are swinging at 
a dizzy pace. 

The first he lost to the late Pancho 
Villa, but he came back to defeat 
P-ncho on two occasions and the other 
loss was to Busby Graham, whom he 
also beat at a later date. 

Should Have Kayo. 

In Taylor's return fight with Gra- 
ham Bud should have been credited 
with a one-round knockout. Bud had 
Bushy on the floor in the first round 
and Graham, after taking the count of 
six, started to rise to his feet but fell 
to the canvas again. Instead of con- 
tinuing the count for Graham's effort 
at six, he stepped and started io 
count all over again and gave Bushy 
the full count. 

All told, Taylor had to be content 
with the count of fifteen in the fight.

Bud should have been champion 
many years ago. He has fought every 
ounce of the way.

Two years ago. in a fight in Cleve 
land. Taylor dislocated his right 
shoulder and after that took part in 
seven contests. He threw his shoulder 
ot of place in every fight. 

Taylor went all over the country 
trying to find a surgeon to fix his 
punching power and guarantee him a 
ed job. In nearly every instance he 
was advised by the best experts that 
he would never be able to fight again, 
but he took the daring chance that 
goes with the heart of a bp fighter 
and submitted to an operation by Dr. 
W. G. Fralich, of New York.

Dr. Fralich took a fatherly interest 
in this great kid and performed one 
of the most remarkable operations ever 
attempted, knowing with every move 
what he was up against. He did all 
but put a new shoulder on Bud. 

Taylor's acquisition of the title 
came through his unfought match with 
Phil Rosenberg in Chicago.

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VIRGINIA STATION 
PLANS ANNIVERSARY 


BY WILL H. SMITH. 

The development of the new type 
BH Raytheon rectifier now makes it 
possible for the first time to satisfac- 
torily obtain A, B and C voltage from 
the alternating current light socket. 
The radio experimenter and set build- 
er have long wavaited the opportunity 
to obtain a rectifier which would have 
sufficient current and voltage capac- 
ity to light the filaments of 199 type 
radio tubes in series, and at the same 
time supply sufficient plate voltage to 
operate a power amplifier. 

The new type BH Raytheon fulfills 
these requirements in a particularly 
satisfactory manner, and there still 


remains a reserve of power from which 
the radio set may draw at momentary 
overloads, without fear of burning out 
the Raytheon or impairing the quality 
of reproduction, 

In order to clearly see the picture 
made possible by this new developv- 
ment, let 2s consider the unit, item 
by item. The power transformer is 
built to supply 350 volts on each side 
of the high voltage secondary winding 
at no load. This is a special trans- 
for which is now being manufac- 
tured by several companies for this 
purpose. This transformer also bas a 
filament supply winding which deliv- 
ers five volts at one-half amperes for 
the filament of a UX 112 or a UX 171 
power amplifier tube. 

Nature of Apparatus. 

‘The usual buffer condensers of .1 
microfarads capacity are placed across 
each half of the transformer secondary. 
The filter circuit consists of two 
choke coils capable of carrying at least 
S85 milliamperes direct current and 
having an inductance of at least 25 
henries per choke at this value of di- 
rect current. (Many of the standard 
choke coils which are designed for 
B-power service will not do for this 
purpose.) This first section condenser 
has a capacity of four mierofarads, 
while each of the others is six micro- 
farads, 

The resistance contro! unit which 
is used to determine the various B 
voltages for the receiver and to drop 
the B plus maximum voltage to that 
value required by the filaments in 
series is not as yet readily available 
oa the market. The ideal unit for 
this service would be a variable re- 
sister of at least 60 milliampere cur- 
rent carrying capacity and a resistance 
range of from 2,500 to 5.00 ohms. The

Washington, D. C., November 6.— 
(Special) —Arguing that radio should 
be regulated by common consent of 
listeners and that congressional leg- 
islation probably could not be enacted 
without a constitutional amendment, 
the Radio League of Ameriéa, with 
headquarters in Washington, D. C., 
has addressed letters to members of 
congress opposing the White and Dill 
radio control bills now pending.

Mrs. Talmadge Gives Report 
Of National Board Meeting 


Knowing you are interested in the 
proceedings of the national business 
meeting and desiring to keep you in- 

ed as to the business of the na- 
1 society, of which each one of 
you is a part. I hereby submit a re- 
sume of the business that was trans- 
acted in Washington on October 20. 

As chairman of the D. A. R. Maga- 
zine, I am beginning my report with 
that subject, for to me that was the 
most important matter discussed. The 
interest in the “subseription contest” 
is increasing daily, and I am proud to 
report 1,818 more subscriptions this 
October than there were last October. 
The contest is really just getting un- 
der way, as many chapters do not 
start their fall work until October. 
We are therefore expecting an even 
greater increase in subscriptions dur- 
ing November and December. Many 
states are vieing for first place, and 
I wish to urge the Georgia daughters 
to send in their subscriptions as early 
as possible. Georgia must make a 


- ereditable showing in this contest. Our 


beloved state society has never fallen 
down on anything yet, and I know she 
won’t in this. 
With the January issue, there will 
be many improvements. A beautiful 
new cover design has been adopted, 
which I know will meet with your 
approval and delight. Then there are 
several typographical improvements to 
be inaugurated in this number, as well 
as an increase in size from 64 to 80 
pazes. This will enable us to use 
more accounts of state conferences 
and chapter meetings. We are also 
planning to enlarge our genealogical 
and registrar general's departments 
and to use more historical papers. 
Won't you help me to realize the 
dream of having a magazine in every 
D. A. R, home? 
‘I would take up next the question 
of Constitution hall. Up to October 
15, 1,004 chairs had been paid for in 
full, and 224 partly paid for, making 
a tofal of 1.228. A motion was adopt- 
ed to make it possible for the donors 
of chairs to make full payment of 
chairs in thee installments, the initial 
payment to be not less than $10. With 
this privilege, it seems to me that 
every chapter in Georgia could easily 
urchase a chair before our state con- 
Feence convenes in the spring. 
Forty-eight boxes have been taken, 
17 having been paid for in full, 28 
partly paid for; and three not paid 
for. One hundred and forty-six cubic 
feet of the foundation have been sold 
at $1 each; $922,800 has been received 
in bonds; 3246.999.24 in contribu- 
tions: $14,588.05 in interest; $785,- 
000 in investment; $35.000 on admin- 
istration building bonds, and $350,- 
000 on real estate notes. The total 
amount of “call money” for Constitu- 
tion hall fund is $255,500. 

Amotion was-adopted to empower 
the president ‘genéral fo consult with 
the architect for the purpose of add- 
ing a library to Constitution hall. 

Announcement was made of a very 
wonderful gift from the president gen- 
eral to the national society. This gift 
is in the form of a handsome plaque, 
made of 500 pounds of solid silver 
and surrounded by an ebony frame. On 
this plaque is engraved the declara- 
tion of independence, and just above 
this is a bar-relief of the famous pic- 
ture depicting the signing of the dec- 
laration. This exquisite plaque is 
the work of Caldwell & Co. Your vice 
president general had the pleasure of 
viewing it when she was in Philadel- 
phia on October 23 for the purpose 
of attending the D. A. R. reception at 
the Washington house on High street 
at the sesqui-centennial. The plaque 
will be placed at Memorial Constita- 
tional hall for the present. The cost 
of this gift was $10,000. 

The board recommended that the

Among the personal effects of the 
late Florence Candler Harris, sister 
of Asa G. Candler, Sr., has been 
found a very interesting scrap-hbook 
on which was written: “In case of my 
death this book shall go to Mrs. 
Joseph L. Dennis for the Woman's 
auxiliary of the Wesley Memorialj| 
hospital.”’ The book has been turned 
over to Mrs, Dennis by the family of 
Mrs. Harris and is found to contain 
many press clippings giving a rather 
complete history of the hospital and 
the woman's auxiliary. 

The idea of the-hospital originated 
in the mind of Dr. C. D. Hurt and at 
the last meeting of the auxiliary the 
women petitioned the hospital authori- 
ties to perpetuate his memory in 
some way because of the outcome of 
his idea. Dr, Hurt suggested the 
need to Bishop Warren A. Candler 
over the phone one evening in 1910 
and in a very short time Bishop Can- 
dler raised the first $1,500, which 
was doubled by Asa G. Candler, Sr. 
Later Mr. Candler told ‘he members 
of the Woman's auxiliary that he 
would give them for every $1 they 
raised and they raised $23,000 on a 
goal of $75,000.

Stresses Value Of 
Missionary Bodies 
In Rural Sections 


There is still a lingering idea in 
the minds of some that women’s mis- 
sionary societies are more adapted to 
cities and towns than to the country. 
This is an erroneous impression, for 
the’ evidence is that such organiza- 
tions are especially suitable to rura! 
conditions. There are several dis- 
tinctive spheres of service in which 
such societies may exert their in- 
fluence in the country. 

First, they provide a means of cul- 
ture and of learning the art of hap- 
pily living together in the pursuance 
of a great common purpose. If any 
one thing should be deeply impressed 
upon the consciousness of the Chris- 
tian worker it is the absolute neces- 
sity for diligence to prepare one’s 
self to do so in the finest possible 
way. The greatest need of churches 
today is qualified Jeaders. Nothing 
that is good moves along of itself, and 
when we think of the meager oppor- 
tunities the country provides for 
learning, the art of working and liv- 
ing together and the necessity of mu- 
tual contact to develop our finer 
selves; we find no field of activity 
quite so rich as the rural field in 
which women’s missionary societies 
operate. It is an excellent thing for 
women of a community to meet to- 
gether each month to keep in touch 
with the Creator by prayer and to 
receive from Him wisdom as to the 
best course to pursue in every under- 
taking. 

Every church needs a succession of 
leaders trained for seryice, leaders! 
who are spiritual and intelligent, real 
under shepherds of Christ. It has 
been said that such leaders are srl- 
dom found in country churches. But 
there is plenty of material in em- 
bryo in the country if properly devel- 
oped. Young people there have good 
minds and bearts and experience real 
religion if given the proper mental 
and moral and religious training that 
would fit them for inspirational lead- 
ership. 

Where is there a more dominating 
force than women’s missionary socie- 
ties whereby this need may be suyp- 
plied?

GEORGIA LINK LEFT OUT. 
One of the most historic high- 
ways on the American continent, 
and the first completely paved high- 
way connecting New York city and 
the Georgia line near THattanecoga, 
will be officially opened and fit- 
tingly celebrated at Christiansburg, 
Montgomery county, Virginia, on 
November 17. The highway com- 
ing south from New York through 
Philadelphia and Washington, 
through the historic Shenandoah 
valley, through the _ beautiful 
scenic country of the southern Ap- 
palachians via Bristol, Knoxville, the 
new Smoky Mountain park and 
thence into Chattanooga, finds its’ 
southern terminus in Atlanta. 

And only in Georgia, from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta, is the route un- 
paved. | 

The remainder, linking New York 
with some of the niost historic sec- 
tions of the south, is hard-surfaced, 
every foot of it. 

In Chattanooga this north and 
south highway,. incorporating links 
of the old “King’s roads,” and the 
old stage roads, on which Andrew 
Jackson and other southern states- 
men of the early nineteenth century 
traveled by coaches, merges into 
the Dixie highway into Atlanta, and 
thence south—on the backbone of 
Georgia through the entire length 
of the state—into points in Florida. 

Shortly the link of this highway 
between Macon and Atlanta will be 
fully paved. 

But no definite and united effort 
is being made to pave the Chat- 
tanooga-Atlanta length. _ And “by 
reason of stretches of bad road in 
winter in this link thousands of 
motor tourists are being diverted 
around Georgia every month.

miles above Augusta. The program 
contemplates a capacity of 120,000 
horsepower, which will be greater 
by 12,000 horsepower than the Tal- 
lulah plant of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company. Transmission 
lines will be driven throughout 
Georgia, reaching Savannah, Au- 
gusta, Macon and as far west as 
thus giving the smaller 
cities and towns ample facilities for 
progressive industrial developments. 
The project contemplates the ex- 
penditure af $20,000,000, and the 
lake to be thus created will cover 
an area of 35,000 acres, or 55 
Square miles. 

The tremendous importance of 
this rests in the opportunity it will 
afford the state to develop indus- 
trially through the liberal avail- 
ability of the required hydroelec- 
tric energy that can be generated 
and supplied to industry much 
cheaper than by local coal-fuel 
plants, and by smail and local power

ARMISTICE DAY. 


Eight years ago on the 1ith of 
November the armistice was signed 
by the terms of which all hostilities 
in the world war ceased. This was 
followed by the treaty of peace 
which was subsequently ratified by 
all the nations engaged in war -ex- 
cept the United States, which later 
Signed a separate peace with Ger- 
many. On the day and evening of 
the armistice there was great re- 
joicing throughout the world, even 
among the nationals of the central 
powers. In New York and other 
populous centers of America the 
whole populations surrendered to 
the carnival spirit. It prevailed on 
the battleships and American trans- 
ports and among the Americans in 
the capitals of Europe. The Euro- 
peans celebrated with no less en- 
thusiasm, for the four years of) 
Struggle had brought them to dire 
distress, and the armistice was vic- 
tory to the allies, as it had prayed 
for, when hope had been aban- 
doned, by the central powers. In 
Paris the street lights were turned 
on for the first time during those 
unhappy years. Countless thou- 
sands paraded to martial music, and 
a riot of revelry ensued. 

When the armistice“was declared 
the American sector was vigorously 
in action. The great battle of the 
Argonne had just been fought and 
the forces were pushing on to 
Sedan to cut the Germans’ only 
avenue of supply. Sedan had fig- 
ured before as the final stand in 
the Franco-German war. But the 
tables had been turned now. 

The 82nd division, mobilized and 
trained at Camp Gordon, near At- 
lanta, had been a few days before 
this eventful day wired in after a 
terrific engagement in which heavy 
enemy ¢asualties had been inflicted 
but not without ‘its own sufferings 
and distress.

Georgia spends more from her 
state treasury for common school 
education than any other state in 
the south, but all the other states 
of relatively the same population 
spend more by way of special coun- 
ty and municipal school taxes. On 
the other hand, Georgia spends less 
for the maintenance of her state- 
owned higher institutions than any 
other states in the south. Her edu- 
cational problem is a serious one 
for it is unmistakable that Georgia 
has not a properly coordinated sys- 
tem. Nor does the state give equal 
opportunities to all of her boys and 
girls. Some of them have the ben- 
efit of full nine-month terms, 
others have only five-month terms. 
Some have the advantage of trained 
teachers and modern equipment, 
and others are denied both. 

It is fitting that all the citizens 
of the state give heed to the edu- 
cation week. All luncheon clubs 
next week should feature programs 
that will embrace some of the 
State’s educational problems.

Failure of Government. 
Here, to my mind, is the source of 
the inefficiency of our democracy. We 


have so divided, and even dissipated, 
the authority and the power of gov- 
ernment between the executive and 
the legislative, that there is not vested 
im any one place, enough authority 
to govern. We seem to be uncon- 
scious, too, that in the division of pow- 
er, we have also divided responsibility. 
When things go wrong. we are not 
able to find out who is responsible 
for the wrongs, and call any one man, 
or one set of men, to account. It 
also makes it impossible for any one 
man, or even a group of men, to plan 
with wisdom, and to execute with ef- 
ficiency. 

Anyone who traveled through Italy 
in 1921, as I did, saw democracy in 


its most pitiable expression of weak- 


ness, inefficiency, and almost anarchy. 
There was no authority anywhere. 
Those who went back this year, saw a 
miraculous contrast. The story is 
familiar to everyone. It is the story 
of a one-man power. Mussolini took 
forcible possession of the government. 
brooked no interference from legisla- 
ture or king, and being a remarkably 
strong and wise administrator, he has 
restored order out of chaos and giv- 
en Italy an efficient government. 

Now the question: has forced itself 
upon many minds: Is Mussolini the 
answer to our own perplexities? Sup- 
pose we answer that question with 
another question: What is the ob- 
jection to the Mussolini-kind of gov- 
ernment ? Leaving out the question 
of details, and answering in a very 
general sort of -way, we might say, 
that so far as the governing is con-| 
cerned, it seems to be an excellent 
and successful kind of governing. But 
suppose there should arise some very 
serious and strong objection to Mus- 
solini? Suppose he should do some 


very unwise, and hurtful, tliings to 
Italian prosperity and happiness. There | 
is no one to cail him to aec unt, to} 
modify his -actions, or change his: 
course, He is responsible to neither 
king nor people. Nor has an: one else 
any responsibility in Italy, nor have 
they any freedom of choice, or liberty 
of opinion. Thus, in exchange for ef- 
ficiency of governmental machinery, 
the Italian people have surrendered 
their right to think and act for them- 
selves, and their opportunity to grow 
and develop under a system of demo- 
cratic freedom and responsibility. 
Power Plus Responsibility. 

But on the other hand, let us sup- 
pose that the Italian people had volun- 
tarily chosen Mussolini, and invested 
him for a given period of time, with 
this authority, and at the end of that 
period, retained the privilege of hold- 
ing him responsible for his ad:ministra- 
tion. In doing this, they would have 
surrendered none of the privileges and 
responsibilities of democracy. The 
freedom of choice, and the responsibil- 
ity for that freedom, wpuld still be 
theirs, with all it means to the growth 
and dignity of national character. 


No, I am not pleading for even an 
elective dictator, but I would insist 


that Mussolini may teach us a much 
needed lesson in democracy. We 
must retnin the right to choose those 
who shall govern for us, and the right 
to hold them responsible for their man- 
ner of governing, Thisis necessary for 
a free and self-respecting people. On 
the other hand, if the government is 
to govern, and our public affairs are 
to be conducted with wisdom and econ- 
omy, we must concentrate authority 
and responsibility. We need to elect 
fewer men, give those men power, and 
then hold them responsible for the use 
of that power. We need to vote less, 
but vote more intelligentiv. We need 
short ballots, and long memories.

‘*Hurricane-Growing Months’’ 


“West Indian hurricanes are not 
new, nor are they gonfined to Florida,” 


says a bulletin from the Washington 
ID. C., headquarters of the National 
Geographic society. 

“In the season that is peculiarly 
their own (there are ‘hurricane-grow- 
ing months’ just as there are ‘corn- 
growing months’); they have probably 
been blowing up from the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Caribbean sea, and the 
tropical Atlantie since those bodies 
of water and the’ American continents 
have existed—a matter of some hun- 
dreds of thousands of years. But 
only a few of these many potentia! 
destroyers actually work their destruc- 
tion on the territory of the United 
States, and these are confined almost 
wholly to a period of three months of 
the late summer and early autumn. 


“Thus they leave Florida and the 
other gulf states free from danger 


during the late autumn, the entire 
winter and the early spring months 
when that area attracts its greatest 
ero of visitors. 


“The warm seas eastward and south- 


feastward of the Gulf of Mexico are 


the birthplaces of the hurricanes. They 
are the creatures of atmospheric pres- 
sure and temperature; and these two 
factors are varied by the sun beating 
down on the expanses of Atlantic wa- 
ter and the land mass of our continent. 


Do Not Occur in Winter. 


“One of the most striking facts in 
regard tu West Indian hurricanes is 
the marked concentration of the real 
ly destructive ones within a few weeks 
of each ver. A study of the hur- 
ricanes that had occurred since 1887 
was made by the United States weath- 
er bureau a few years ago and it was 
found that in this long period not one 
storm of known hurricane intensity 
had visited the West Indies and gulf 
regions during the months from De- 
cember to May inclusive. Two other 
months can practically be eliminated : 
November with only two hurricanes ir 
nearly forty years, and June, with 
six. Not all of the few November 
and June storms reach American terri- 
tory. 

“July itself is rather a poor hurri- 
cane month. Less than a dozen July 
hurricanes have been recorded in the 
last forty years and only part of them 
shore. e real hurricane 


peak in September, and ends during Oc- 
tober. One reassuring fact is that 
when the hurricane season is at its 
height the greatest percentage of the 
storms fails to reach the |. gulf 
or Atlantic coasts. Many curve back 
into the ocean even as far east as 
Bermudas. 

“Retween July and October of ev- 
ery year from 6 to 10 hurricanes are 
born somewhere between and 
Africa, usually to sweep’ westward,

ics In other words, a great blanket 
of heavy, sluggish air lies continually 
over this area. Along its southern 
edge in the tropies heated air, ris- 
ing. cases little swirling distur! ances 
which ..e the seeds of possible hurri- 
canes. But there is a certain infant 
mortality among these stormlets, espe- 
cially in winter and spring. Then 
the Atlantic ‘high’ extends in a broad 
band on into the North American con- 
tinent, forming in effect a wall of 
heavy air which the storms can not 
pass. Confined to the tropics they 
are dissipated without causing the 
United States any concern. 


Storms Must Dodge ‘High.’ 
“But when the heat of summer has 
warmed up the land the ‘high’ with- 


draws to its ocean home, juttinz 
out like ar air peninsula toward 
America. The atmosphere over.the 
land becomes an arena for shifting 
‘highs’ and ‘lows.’ It is as though 
an atmospheric football game were 
in progress. ‘The newly-bora storms 
of the tropical Atlantic regions seck, 
because of the general shift of the at- 
mosphere, to rove northward. The 
‘highs,’ whether stationary or in mo- 
tion, furnish the interference which 
they must dodge. The weakest place 
in the defense is between the perma- 
nent mid-Atlantic ‘high’ and the Amer- 
ican coast. A great many tropical 
hurricanes, therefore, move east 
to avoid the mid-ocean barrier and 
then northward well east of the coast, 
causing no damage on land. Once 
around the end of the ‘high’ they 
swing northeastward, and some con- 
tinue on even into Europe. 


“Some of the, storms do not have 
such plain sailing. If the Atlantic 


‘high’ extends farther westward than 
usual the disturbances must swing 
over the land to round the end. It 
is upon such rather infrequent occa- 
sions that the Atlantic and gulf coasts 
suffer as they did last week. 


“By still farther westward exten- 


sion of the high pressure area the 
storms are prevented from moving 
north and ‘sweep into the Gulf of 
Mexico. It was such conditions that 
brought about the terribly destructive:

Democratic Minori 


In Ideal Situation, 
In Sullivan’s Opinion

Washington, November : 6.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondent.)—The~ instant 
comment on last Tuesday’s election 
took the form of assuming there would 
tr: some immediate and momentous 
chafige. It is true the outcome on 
Tuesday may be the beginning of a 
trend whieh ultimately will be mo- 
mentous, but there will be no imme- 


~ diate effect. 


Of the thirty-four senators who were 
elected last Tuesday, only two will 
take their seats in the near future. 
™hese two were elected to fill vacan- 
cies caused by death. The great bulk 
of the new senators will not be sworn 
_ $n until after March 4 next and will 
not begin to function as senators until 
the first Monday of December next 
year. thirteen months from now. Un- 
til that time these elections can have 
no direct effect on legislation. 

Republicans Have Majority. | 

Thereafter, for two years following 
the first Monday in December, 1927, 
we know we shall have @ senate in 
which the republican party will have 
the responsibility for legislation, but 
will be most seriously embarrassed 
in carrying out that responsibility. The 
republicans will be, nominally, the 
majority party, but their majority, 
as between republicans and democrats, 

will be so slight that the republicans 
on many an occasion will not be able 
to realize it. 

That, however, is not the worst of 
the republicans’ difficulties. Fully a 
quarter of the senators who will bear 
the official designation of republicans, 
are actually insurgent republicans. 
Oi these, there are 10 in the present 
senate, and last Tuesday’s elections 
increased the number to 12. This 
is the largest number the insurgent 
republicans have ever had. The dis- 
tinguishing mark of the insurgents is 
the individualism that makes their 
yotes and actions unpredictable. They 
eannot be treated as u group. Only 
rarely do they vote as a group. - Each 
of them is a law unto himself. Indi- 
viduals among them are as capable of 
surprising and dismaying the demo- 
erats who count on them as they are 
of disappointing the regular repub- 
licans. One can only say that among 
the 12 insurgent republicans, there will 
always be, on practically any question 
that comes up, at least two who will 
vote with the democrats. And. two 
insurgent republicans voting with the 
solid body of democrats is just enough 
to deprive the republicans of their 
majority. The regular republicans, 
during the two years of the next sen- 
ate, are destined to have an unhappy 
time. And those two years include the 
mogths during which the next presi- 
dential candidates will be nominated, 
and the next president elected. 

for Democrats. 

From the point of view of the demo- 
crats the situatioy is ideal. They have 
elected just enough senators to give 
the maximum weakness to the repub- 
licans, and just short of enough to 
embarrass themselves. If the demo- 
crats had elected two mor® senators 
they would have become the majority 
party. They would have been saddled 
with responsibility. The republicans 
would have been &ble virtually to wash 
their hands of the mess and blame 
everything that goes wrong on the 
democrats. 

There was astute intelligence in the 
democratic management of the cam- 
paign that ended Tuesday. They chose 
shrewdly the states where they had 
the best chances to win. Good luck 
stopped their winnings just at the 
point that was best for them, If the 
democrats had happened to carry one 
additional state—Indiana, which elect- 
ed two senators—they would have be- 
come responsible for the senate. 

Furthermore, the democrats, so 
long as they fortunately remain a 
minority party, are free from the be- 
deviling effects of insurging among 
themselves.’ A minority rty pre- 
sents no temptation to insurgents. 
Just as soon as the democrats become 
the majority party in the senate, as 
they hope and expect to in the elec- 
tions of 1928, insurgent democrats 
will become as conspicuous as insur- 
gent republicans now are. The per- 
sons who will supply insurgency and 
eccentricity to the democrats are al- 
ready in the senate—Cole Blease. of 
South Ca®folina, for example. Also, 
when and if the democrats come to 
have responsibility for dealing with 

rohibition, they will be embarrassed 

y the violent wet insurgency of Sen- 
ator Bruce, of Maryland; the new 
Senator Wagner, from New York, and 
others. But for the present the demo- 
crats remain comfortably a minority 
party, free from responsibility, their 
sleep untroubled by insurgency. 

Likely to Wait and Watch. 

All the democrats need t6 do is to 
watch the republicans sweat. If they 
are unwise they will go beyond that 
and their position to spend two vears 
in the active invention of situations 
designed to worry the republicans and 
President Coolidge. Some individual 
democratic senators have the tempera- 
ment to find delight in that. But the 
_democratge as a group will refrain 
from it, and will let conditions pro- 
mote their fortunes. It turns out 
there has been a survrising amount of 
quiet intelligence and cooperation ‘in 
the nt democratic campaign. That 
‘ spirit will continue in control.’ 


Through all this runs the assump- 
tion that the democratic success of 
last Tuesday constitutes the beginning 
of a trend, and therefore the forecast 
of a time when the democrats’ will 


have a majori.y in the senate. Politics 
does go by trends, and as encans 
estimate such matters, last Tuesday's 
elections would be interpreted as a 
forecast of further democratic gains 
two years from now. But two years 
from now everything will turn on one 
thing. The selection of a new presi- 
dent will dominate evervthing. As 
goes the presidency i. 1 , in all 
aren will go the senate and the 
ouse.\. 

The next presidency is com) arative- 
ly close to- us. year from today 
wg wil’ be talking about it. A 
year and a half from now the nomi- 
nations will be under “——

Can any one say the situation, as 
respects the presidency, favors the 
democrats? overnor Smith, of New 
York has won aun election which, read 
in connection with his previous r.cord, 
gives him a strong cliim on the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. If he 
is given the nomination some millions 
of democratic voters will hurry to 
vote the republican ticket. ‘The de- 
fection of democratic voters from 


Smith might not be fatal to him, for 


the defections would be spread thin- 


ly over a great area in the south and) 


west. But could Smith, running as 
the democratic candidate for president, 
carry New York and Massachusetts? 
Smith has shown fhat as a candidate 
for governor he can carry New York 
under aamost any and all circum- 
stances. But could he do it running 
not for governor but for president? 
Could Smith, runn: _ for the ¢presi- 
dency, carry New York against Presi- 
dent Coolidge, assuming Mr. Coolidge 
will be the republican candidate? 

That is one set of circumstances. 
On the other hand, the democrats 
might refuse to give Smith. the nomi- 
nation which he and his friends think 
he is entitled fo. 

If Smith is denied the democratie 
nomination, will that nomination be 
worth anything to any other demo- 
crat? If Smith is~ denied the demo- 
cratic nomination, hundreds of thou- 
sands of his friends, filled with resent- 
canment, will hurry to vote the repub- 
lican ticket. ORES

‘The approaching session of the 
South Georgia conference will be the 
fourth to have been held in Americus. 
The 9th was held there in 1875, Bish- 
op David Seth Doggett presiding, with 
29,304 members; local preachers, 221; 
number of Sunday schools, 310; schol- 
ars, 12,332, 

The 23d session, 1889, Bish«p Rob- 
ert: Kennan Hargrove presiding, sta- 
tistics as follows: Members, 48,945; 
local preachers, 206; Sunday schools, 
534, with 26,527 scholars. : 

The 39th session, 1905, Bishop Wil- 
liam Wallace Duncan presiding, witi 
72,921 members; 159 local sreneneen 
608 Sunday schools with 37,986 schol- 
ars. 

At the 59th session, held in Macon 
in 1925. Bishop William Newman 
Ainsworth, presiding, the following 
statics were reported: Members. 112,- 
057; local preachers, 625; Sunday 
schools, 625, with 73,014 seholars. 


Beautiful City. 


Americus, the conference city, is a 
thriving metropolis of southwestern 
Georgia, with many beautiful public 
buildings and residences. 

Rev. KE. M. Overby, presiding elder 
of the Americus district; Rev. J. M. 
Outler, pastor of First church; Rev. 
Anthony Hearn, pastor of Lee street; 
Rev. G. hb. Clary, conference Sunday 
school superintendent, and Rev. D. B. 
Merritt, pastor of the Americus cir- 
cuit, with several well-selected com- 
mittees, will be the hosts to the con- 
ference members and delegates. 

‘The First church edifice, where the 
conference sessions are to be held, is 
one of the most modern and splendidly 
appointed e¢hurch buildings in the 
south. Rev. J. M. Outler, the con- 
ference host, is completing a quadren- 
nium of marvelous achievement as pas- 
tor of First church. This is Rev. Mr. 
Outler’s 35th year of highly successful 
service in the South Georgia confer- 
ence. He has served pastorates in 
Sandersville, Thomasville, Dawson and 
Trinity, Savannah; and has been pre- 
siding elder of the Thomasville and 
McRae districts. He has, also. served 
very effectively for a term of years 
as president of the Sunday scthool 
board of the South Georgia conference. 

The present year has been char- 
acterized by an unprecedénted build- 
ing program in the South Georgia con- 
ference. Church edifices which will 
cost a total sum of $800,060 have 
been either planned or completed. 
Some of the larger church building 
enterprises are the following: Vine- 
ville and Mulberry Street. Macon; 
Wesley Monumental and Trinity, Sa- 
vannah: First church, Americus; 
Rose Hill, Columbus, Fitzgerald, Tif- 
ton, Cairo and Davisboro. . 

Rey. C. W. Curry, presiding elder 
of the Valdosta district, is now clos- 
ing a third year of successful serv- 
ice, with the following highly «ratify- 
ing results for the current year: Re- 
vivals held in every charge with up- 
ward of 1,000 adcitions;: churches and 
parsonages improved, Sunday schoois 
and leagues in advance of last year; 
district free of debt; special mission- 
ary fund $2,850. 

The Macon district, under the tead 
ership of Rev. W. IF. Smith, presid- 
ing elder, has made rapid strides of 
progress during the past quadrennium. 

The Macon district is comprised of 
23 pastoral charges, consisting of 63 
churches. Of these 12 are stations, 
9 of which number are located in the 
city of Macon. 

The amount assessed this year for 
the support of the pastors is $48,160, 
and for the presidi.z elder, $4,405, 
an increase over last year of $1,232. 

Last year there was reported at the 
annual conference a membership of 
13,487.

There are in the district 46 Sunday 
schools and 41 Epworth leagues. Both 
the Sunday schools and the leagues 
are doing creditable work. 

Mission Body Reports. 

The Woman's Missionary society is 
in excellent condition. A larger 
amount will be raised by the societies 
of the district than for many years. 
The exact amount cannot be given 
at this time.

HE chief orator at the dedica- 
tion services of the me- 
morial to Margaret Hartley 
Leigh, Philanthropist, was 
running true to the form of 

“ such occasions. His round- 

ea ~eriods filled the air. 
‘‘So those of us who were nearest 
to our dear departed friend and her 
work, and who have resolved tiat 


the memory of her beautiful spirit 
must never pass from among. us, 
have chosen this memorial to her,”’ he 
was Saying. ‘‘It is a peculiarly fitting 
memorial, the kind she herself would 
have selected; for it is designed for 
the use and happiness of others, and 
..-from start to’finish of her beautiful 
life Margaret Leigh’s first thought 
was for her fellow men and women. 
More than anything else, she desired 
to make them safe and happy, and 
to share with them the great gifts 
God had given her: | : 

“You know how generously she 
shared her wealth; but- that was tHe 
least of her offerings. She gave her- 
self as well. She gave love and svym- 
pathy and understanding to all cre- 
ated things. No one was too low— 
or too high—to win her interest and 
her help if interest or help were 
needed. That is why we have here 
today the unique gathering we see 
around us. That is why the rich and 
the poor of our city, the fortunate and 
the unfortunate, the old and the 
voong, the standard-bearers and, yes, 
the so-called outcasis, too, have 
gathered this morning to do honor 
to the. memory of our friend and 
theirs. Among us all, I venture’ to 
say, there is not a heart that is not 
ne” ai ata: 

Anne Kimball, chairman of the 
committee which had raised the me- 
morial fund and throughout Margaret 
Leigh’s life her closest friend and 
counselor, fixed her eyes on the 
speaker with more approval in them 
than those rather critical eyes often 
held. The Reverend William Strong 
was doing better than usual, she re- 
flected, probably because he ceuld be 
wholly sincere. Margaret was one he 
could praise, and yet remain well 
wit’ '» the limits of truth. 

: simply couldn’t say too much 
about the beauty of Margaret’s char- 
acter; it almost defied criticism. 
Probably there had never been any 
one like her before; certainly, to 
Anne Kimball at least, there could 
never be any one like her again, and 
at the thought the heart of Margaret 
Leigh’s best friend swelled afresh un- 
der the intolerable sense of loss and 
~foneliness she had felt so constantly 
during the last year. The memorial 
_ work, her thought ran on, had been a 
solace to her. Her associates had 
~-been surprised by. the passion she put 
into it, by the speed with which. she 


- guardian. 
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labored, and the swiftness of the re- 
sults she had obtained. Yet the work, 
as work, had been amazingly easy. 
Every person the committee ap- 
proached had shown an eager desire 
to help it along, to do something to- 
ward establishing a permanent me- 
morial to the wonderful spirit that 
had passed. 


Her own haste had been the result 
of a kind of frenzy to keep busy, to 
keep her-mind filled with details, to 
avoid facing the emptiness of the long 
years ahead—tthe years she must live 
on without Margaret. The relation 
between them had been wonderfully 
close and understanding, yet even 
Margaret, she knew, would have been 
surprised by the depth and force of 
her friend’s grief for her. Margaret 
had always assumed, had often said, 
that Anne Kintball was less dependent 
on other humans than any one else 
she had ever known. It must have 
amazed Margaret to learn in that 
new world, in which presumably one 
learns all things, how dependent Anne 
had been on her in this world. And 
how it must hurt Margaret not to be 
able to comfort her! Their friend- 
ship had lasted for more than forty 
years—since they were little children 
together. They had been trundled 
Side by side in their baby carriages, 
had grabbed for each other’s rattles. 
They had gone away to school to- 
gether, had spent their vacations to- 
gether—for Anne Kimball had been 
a tich but homeless waif, left after her 
parents’ death in the care of her 
father’s lawyer, who was her legal 
She and Margaret had en- 
tered college together, had gone 
through it together. 

Margaret, too, was motherless— 
that was another bond—and her 
father had indiscriminately fathered 
both girls.

A unique friendship, truly, and like 
no other Anne had ever seen. Look- 
ing back over it now, she reflected 
that she would never form another. 

She reminded her- 
self that one doesn’t often form new 
ties after forty. Now that this year 
of work was over—now that there 
was nothing to be done for Mar- 
garet—what could she do? She had 


never let the question . take definite | 


form before, but today it filled her 
mind. She had been able to keep it 
at bay because each day had been 
so full o. work for Margaret. Now— 
now—with nothing left in this world, 
and, pagan that she was, with no 
hope of a future life—how..could she 
go forward? 

The voice of the orator rolled on:

Only a short dis- 
tance away, on that nearby hill. we 
can see where her body lies. But 
She is not there. Her spirit will be 
here—always here—to greet her 
friends in this garden, which more 
than any other place on the earth is 
now her home.” 


Yes, on the whole, the Reverend 
William had done very well. Already

That was in 
the winter of 
1918. 

To O’Donnell the young 
seemed an ideal valet, for he pos- 
sessed all the qualities one looks for 
in an efficient manservant, O’Donnell 
found him friendly, honest, very well- 
bred, but shy, sensitive and supersti- 
tious; though the latter quality was 
not to show itself for some time. 

As we have said, Ziang Sun Wan 
had as long as he could remember 
followed the ancient customs of an- 
cestor worship. For long ages this 
has been the dominant religion of 
China. The idea rises naturally from 

the primitive concep- 
tion of a soul during 
life animating the 
body and exercising 
influence over it, and 
after death retaining 
its power. In China 
ancestors still have 
their temples and 
their offerings, and 
they remain so pres- 
ent that the virtues 
and crimes of their 
descendants are al- 
ways considered in 
relation to them, as 
covering them with 
honor or infamy. 


The Cay’s Eye. 

One must appre- 
ciate this Oriental 
viewpoint, therefore, 
in considering what 
happened in O’Don- 
nell’s home not iong 
after Wan became 
his valet. One must 
remember that what 
to Americans may 
seem absurd, sto the 
eyes of Asia seems 
altogether natural 
and logical. Ziang 
Sun Wan was not a 
freak with _ freak 
ideas, but a descend- 
ant of an ancient civilization, who be- 
lieved the same things millions of his 
fellow men believed, and had believed 
for many centuries.

The Explanation. 

Ziang Sun Wan by this time was 
trembling. He asked if he might test 
the stone to see if -it were genuine. 
He explained that he could tell by 
putting a drop of water_on the stone’s 
gleaming surface. If it were real, the 
water would roll off whole; if not, it 
would break and spread. He insisted 
that this was an infallible test. 

Granted permission, Wan immedi- 
ately applied the test 
and found that the 
drop of water rolled 
off the surface of the 
stone without break- 
ing. His agitation 
became even more 
pronounced. : 

“Tell me now, 
what does all this 
mean?’”’ asked O’- 
Donnell, soliciti- 
ously. 

Wan stammered 
out the explanation. 
The stone was the 
petrified eye of one 
of his ancestors. who 
had gone into the 
mountains to. die. 
For him to have 
handled it at all was 
a terrible sacrilege, 
he said. Misfortune would be heap- 
ed upon him because of this desecras- 
tion of this holy symbol. There 
would be no escaping it. 2 

Amazed, his employer listened and 
then tried to maké light of the stu- 
dent’s fears. He saw that it was use- 
less. Centuries of belief, ingrained 
in every fiber of the young valet, lay 
back of his superstition. O’Donnell 
reflected for a long while that night 
upon the vast differences between the 
Oriental and the American mind, mar- 
veling that a mere piece of stone 
could so fill one with terror. 

When the master reached home the 
next night Wan was not there. 
O’Donnell found a note from the 
valet, stating that circumstances had

In subsequent days O’Donnell sent 
for Wan and tried to coax him to 
come back, but he would not come. 

And now the mystery begins. 

Arrested in New York. 

On January 21, 1919, Dr. Wu, 
under secretary of the Chinese educa- 
tional mission in Washington, and his 
two secretaries, Dr. C. H. Hsie and 
Dr. Thecdore T. Wong, were found 
shot to death in the cellar of the’ mis- 
sion. The police-were informed that 
Ziang Sun Wan had been seen at the 
mission about the time of the crime, 
and also that Ziang’s brother, T. Li 
Wan, had tried to cash a check signed 
with Dr. Wu’s name, at a Washing- 
ton bank shortly after the crime. 

According to the police, a Chinese 
who lived near the mission had called 
there and had been informed at the 
door by Wan that the doctor and his 
secretaries were not at home. As for 
the brother, it was said that he had 
called at the Riggs National bank with 
a check for $5,000 and had informed 
the cashier that if there was any ques- 
tion as to the validity of the check to 
call the mission. The cashier had 
called the mission without getting an 
answer. He had decided not to cash 
the check and T. Li Wan had de- 
parted. 

Ziang Sun Wan was arrested in 
New York as he was composing a 
telegram of condolence to the family 
of Dr. Wu. He said. he had been at 
the mission for several days, not hav- 
ing been in good health, and had 
summoned his brother to come on and 
take care of him. Dr. Wu had always 
been most kind to him, he told the 
police. Not for anything in the world 
would he ever harm a hair on the 
man’s head. He had left the mission 
to go to a hotel, he said, only when 
he saw that the mission was short- 
handed. 

Further details of the defense were 
filled in upon the arrest of T. Li Wan. 
He said he had gone to Washington to 
care for his brother, who had suffered 
a new attack of 
the stomach - trouble 
which had prostrated 
him before. T. Li 
had left the hotel to 
buy some fruit when 
he encountered two 
Chinese, one tall and 
one short, who 
“made a fuss’’ -over 
him as though they 
knew all about him. 

“I never saw them 
before and could not 
understand them, as 
they came from such 
extreme part of 
China,” he said. 
“We all had to speak 
English to under- 
stand each other. 
They want me to go 
somewhere with 
them. I say I have to return-to my 
sick brother. They leave me, but the 
next day when I went to’ buy tickets 
to New York | see them again. 

“They call me over and again 
make fuss over me, at same time 
stating they want me to do favor by 
cashing check for them at a bank. So 
I get in taxicab and go with them f 
the bank.” 

T. Li Wan explained that he had 
been in the same predicament himself 
in strange places—that was why he 
consented to go with the strangers. 


When the cashier failed to cash the 


check, afier trying to get in torch 
with the mission, T. Li reentered the’ 


taxicab, he said, and the big Chinese 
grabbed the check. Soon T. Li re-

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‘DGAR ALLAN POE placed his 


name high among the im- 

mortal writers of literature by 

his stories and poems of mys- 

tery and gruesome tragedy 
and death, but for all his morbid genius 
he loved beauty. 


Even when he considered the mys- 
tery of death and his own passing from 
the world he visioned his resting place 
as a bower of sweetly scented flowers 
and as a quiet, pleasant spot where 
he might lie and where those who 
loved him might come to ponder on 
the achievements and personality of a 
truly: great man of letters. 


Yet underneath alt this was a dead- 
ly, devastating fear torturing his heart 
that some day he would find oblivion 
in the grave—that he would rest alone, 
far from loved ones, unknown in some 
lonely, desolate place forsaken even by 
nature. 

Perhaps he saw beyond the tomb 

of which he so constantly spoke and 
thought, and to which reference is 
found :‘n most of his works. Perhaps 
he saw the leer upon the ghoul-like 
countenance of the Phantom of Trag- 
edy which shackled his body with pov- 
erty,-tormented his super- 
Sensitive mind, tore from 
his side his beloved wife, 
sent him to his grave in 
his prime, threatened to 
make his final resting 
place unknown — and 
gave to him in death the 
living companronship of 
the “Mad Sexton.” who 
moved like a ghoul among 
the tombs. 

Until .the announce- 

ment recently was made 
that a Baltimore church 
and graveyard were being 
restored, it seemed the 
poet’s unvoiced prophecy 
that he would lie forgot- 
ten was coming true.

“This announcement, coming so sud-

“Mr. Poe, we believe, 
was a native of this 
state, though reared by a 
foster-father at  Rich- 
mond, Virginia, where 
he lately spent some 
time on a visit.

It was cold and raw 
several days later when 
the great iron gates of 
Westminster churchyard 
swung back to admit 
Poe’s body and the strag- 
gling handful of mourn- 
ers following it.

It seemed 
as though a shadow had 
been thrown over the 
world.

ing the proper authority, and collected 
Virginia’s bones. These he placed in 
a wooden box which he carried to his 
rooms. 

Atter living with these gruesome re- 
mains for some time, he had them sent 
to Baltimore, where they were buried 
at the right side of the poet-husband 
who worshiped her in life and whose 
grief over her death undoubtedly 
hastened his own death. 

On his other side, years later, was 
placed the body of Mrs. Marie Clemm, 
his aunt and mother-in-law. 
she who, when her son-in- 
law was too ill, went from 
magazine to magazine 
pleading with editors te 
publish the same stt: 
which since has electrifies 
the literary world. 

- And later this same 
woman who never could 
see a single fault in her 
“Eddie” came to weep over his un- 
kempt grave. Day in and out passers- 
by who stopped to peer through the 


grilled gate saw this solitary mourner — 
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with a dark shawl thrown over her 
head. : 

Then in death, as the bones of these 
three children of the land of Arcadian 
dreams lay side by side, was symbolized 
one of the most beautiful and devoted 
loves associated with literature—the 
more exquisite for the grimness of the 
tragedy which attended it. 


Three years after Poe was buried the 
present Westminster church was built. 
Laymen, in charge of the building pro- 
gram, suggested that all bodies be ex- 
humed and buried elsewhere. Families 
of persons whose bodies rested there 
objected. 

A compromise was affected. It was 
decided to construct the edifice on 
stilts, or arches, over the graves. 


Poe fared better in November, 1875, 
when a white marble monument was 
erected over his grave at the corner of 
the yard nearest the street. 
morial was obtained through contribu- 
tions by school children throughout the 
United States. 

Many distinguished Americans at- 
tended the dedication. 

There was some difficulty in finding 
the exact spot of the grave before the 
erection of the monument. When the 
body was removed to its resting place 
in front of the graveyard, the sand- 
stone marker was sold to a relic 
hunter. 

While all this was transpiring a deep 
affection was being born between the 
dead poet and the “‘Mad Sexton.”

of skeletons; hark- 
ened to the beckon- 
ing of claw-like, 
fleshless tingers. 
And his black dog, 
brother to the rav- 
en, howled long 
and-wierdly at the 


crystal-clear moon and 
went away, and was seen 
no more. ° 
The “Mad Sexton’s” 
quarters were the. strangest of ¥ tf 
domiciles. For the place where %@%] 
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the lived was a crypt. And few were 


those who enjoyed the hospitality of 
his abode. 


Strange tales were woven by the 


-Superstitious neighbors who, on moon- 


light nights, saw this queer creature 
stalking like a ghoul among his dead. 
Intelligent men said perhaps it was 
Bedloe, the dismembered spirit which 
the. mysticism of Poe’s morbid imag- 
ination conceived in his story, ‘‘Ragged 
Mountains,”’ coming back to converse 
with the earthly. 

There were those. who said that 
even after the ‘Mad Sexton’s” body 
was found, gaunt and cold, 
came back at night when the moon 
was on the wane and stood with bowed 


head before the monument of the 


dead poet. 

Years rushed by and the 
city grew. It surged about 
the church and its bufial 
ground, threatening it with 
extinction. Factories 

sprang up. 
Residents moved further out, 
‘seeking to avoid smoke and 


noise. The congregation dwin- 
dled until it no longer could support a 
pastor. Then both buildings and 
grounds fell into disrepute.

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beauty will prevail about the grave of 
the man who wrote so tragically of the 
tomb; visitors will no longer hesitate 
to walk among the tombstones that 
leaned this way and that among the 
uncul grass and weeds. 

But the “Mad Sexton” wiil never be 
forgotten and there are those who 
whisper that death has brokem down

Now consider the case of Puvis De Chavannes (Pu-vees-de Sha-van), 
the greatest mural painter France ever produced. At the age of 20, he 
entered the Paris Polytechnic School to become a mining engineer. A 
Serious illness interrupted his plans and during the recuperation period, 
he made a journey to Italy. None can visit Italy without feeling the 
potent influence of Italian art. Before De Chavannes returned, he had 
definitely decided upon his future. He would become a painter. 


The short time he spent in art school is hardly worth while record- 
ing. In the course of a few months he had studied under three teachers, 
including fifteen days with Eugene Delacroix. Now fifteen days ts 
hardly long enough for the teacher to learn the pupil’s name, let alone 
instruct him in art... In after years when De Chavannes was wont to 
become depressed he would remember that he once “studied” under 
the great Delacroix, and his confidence in his own ability returned.

Taken to Washington, Ziang Sun 
Wan was questioned concerning his 
actions at the time of the murders. 
The questioners worked in relays, first 
at the Dewey hotel and then at the 
misstin. At the end of ten days the 
authorities announced that the _pris- 
oner had confessed. He had protest- 
ed his innocence persistently, they 
said, but at last he had broken down. 

According to the police, the motive 
had been robbery. Wan had lost all 
his money in a theater enterprise and 
had been hard up for some time. He 
had so planned the crime, they said, 
that he would be in Dr. Wu’s office 
alone 2t the time the cashier of the 
Riggs bank called up to ask about 
the $5,000 check. The Chinese who 
had seen him at the mission had evi- 
dently scared him off. 

The whole case stood out clearly, 
said the prosecution. Nothing re- 
mained but to try the defendant and 
exact the penalty. 

And try him they did, and he was 
convicted and sentenced to die. 

The prophecy of misfortune was 
bearing fruit. Misfortune had de- 
scended upon Wan with terrific rapid- 
ity. He was penniless, friendless, and 
awaiting execution. 

It was at this crisis that the Rev. 
Peter J. O’Callaghan, a Catholic 
priest, appeared, once again the 

champion of a convicted killer. 

Twelve years before, this same priest 
had fought to save Herman Billik, 
convicted in a Chicago case wherein 
six persons had died mysteriously. He 
had enlisted the attention of men in 
high places, had won a life sentence 
for Billik, and ten years later a par- 
don. Now Father O’Callaghan was 
-in Washington, and again he was 
fighting to save a man from execu- 
tion. 

* The Prisoner’s Torment. 

The priest interested capable law- 
yers, high officials, prominent citizens 
of Washington, in the strange case of 
the penniless student. He finally in- 
terested John W. Davis; former am- 
bassador to Great Britain and one of 
tha. leading legal lights of the coun- 
try. The defense won delay after de- 
lay and at last the Supreme court 
grapted a new trial, ruling that the 
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confession, since it was ob‘ained by 
illegal methods, could not be admis- 
sible as evidence. 

Justice Brandeis, in reviewing the 
means of obtaming the confession, 
Stated that: “On the eighth day the 
superintendent. of police reiurned. to 
his home apparently exhausted. One 
of the detectives had fallen asleep. To 
Wan not a moment of sleep was al- 
lowed. — , 

“On the ninth day, at 5:20 o’clock 
in the morning, Wan was taken from 
the mission to the station house and 
placed formally under arrest. There 
the interrogation was promptly re- 
sumed. Again the detectives were in 
attendance day and evening, plying 
their questions, arguing with the pris- 
oner and urging him to confess lest 
his brother be deemed guilty of the 
crime. Still the statements secured 
failed to satisfy the detectives’ craving 
for evidence. 

“On the tenth day Wan was again 
taken to the mission, was again ques- 
tioned, and there the whole thing was 
again talked of and enacted. On the 
eleventh day a formal interrogation 
of Wan was conducted at the station 
house by the detectives in the pres- 
ence of a stenographer.”’ 


The Second Trial. 


Justice Brandeis pictured the tor- 
ment. suffered by the prisoner, and 
commented upon the report of medi- 
cal witnesses who had said that, in-his 
condition, he would have done any- 
thing to have the torture stopped. He 
pointed out also that if such methods 
were used to persuade a man to sign 
a will, the document would not stand 
in any court in the land. 

This. was in October, 1924. It was 
more than a year before Wan went 
on trial for the second time. By this 
time the case had attracted nation- 
wide interest, not only because of its 
duration, but because of the entrance 
into the case of various important fig- 
ures in public life’ Added to all this 
were reports that the Chinese goyern- 
ment, anxious to have some one pun- 
ished for the three deaths in its offi- 
cial family, had been spending consid- 
erable money to finance the prosecu- 
tion. | 

But still justice could not decide. 
After twenty-four hours of delibera- 
tion the fury announced it was hope- 
lessly deadipacked, having been 10 to 
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Horning, 


2 for acquittal. And again Wan went 


back to his cell. 
Impa::-cned Oratory, . 

The third trial took place in May 
of this year m a courtroom crowded 
to suffocation, with women predom- 
inating. Many of them were fashion- 
ably gowned womenrof official Wash- 
ington. A score or more prominent 
members of the capital’s Chinatown 
also attended. Outside the door a 
lin@ extended for down the corridor. 


Six hours of impassioned oratory 
preceded the submission of the case to 
the jury. Men and women wept un- 
ashamed while former Senator A. 
Owsley Stanley, of Kentucky, plead- 
ed for Ziang Sun Wan. The final 
arguments were made by Wilton J. 
Lambert, chief counsel for the de- 
fendant, and Maj. Peyton Gordon, 
who headed the prosecution. Lam- 
bert, a carnation in his lapel, his eyes 
ablaz, made what his friends pro- 
nounced the most pewerful plea of hts 
career. 

“Come back with a verdict in 
seven and a half minutes,” he he- 
seéched the jury. ‘Don’t prolong 
this boy’s agony. Make up your 
minds you will do your best to re- 
compense him for the seven and a 
half years of torture he has spent in a 
felon’s cell!” 

Lambert spoke for 90 minutes and 
Major Gordon for a like period. Gor- 
don described Wan as a “criminal 
assassin” and painted a picture of 
how he had, in the judgment of the 
prosecution, killed the three members 
of the Chinese mission. George D. 
Jr., assistant prosecutor, 
added his voice to the-impressive ex- 
hibition of oratory by saying to the 
jury: 

“Tl only wish that you gentlemen 
could be at the graves of the three 
murdered men when you write out 
your verdict.” 

Senator Stanley, once one of the 
silver tongues of the upper house, had 
the crowd on the edge of their seats. 
He would lean over the jury box and 
look searchingly into the eyes of the 
jurors. Then he would swing around 
and pound his fist on the bench. Then 
he would shake his finger in the faces 
of the prosecuting attorneys and up- 
braid them for some action of theirs 
or of the police. 

At one time the champion of Ziang

stated that the prosecution’s aim was 
to try out a new elecirical experiment 
called ‘“‘cooking Wan.” The specta- 
tors shuddered. He was referring to 
the new electric chair in the district 
jail. 

After six hours of this the jury re- 
tired. Thirty hours later they report- 
ed they could not agree. They had 
stood, it was reported, 9 to 3 for 
acquittal. The jurymen all appeared 
close to exhaustion. Judge Adolph 
Hoehling asked wearily if they 
couldn’t possibly come to an agree- 
ment. 

‘Your honor,’ said Emile Al- 
brecht, the foreman, ‘‘we have given 
this case the most careful and pray- 
erful consideration, Sut we are uttere © 
ly and everlastingly in disagreement. 
Both sides are firmly convinced, and 
nothing will ever change their de- 
cisions.”’ : 

So ended the third trial of “Ziang 
Sun Wan. So ended the fight to 
convict the young man for the triple 
murder seven years before. Shortly 
afterward he was given his release, 
and was taken away to a rest farm by

TOLD you that “dolmen” were 
found all over eastern Europe 
and in Spain and northern 
Africa. , They -aré Yraré in 
Scandanavia although the 
Norsemen were familiar with funeral 
mounds and often buried their dead 
chieftains in one of their ships which 
they afterwards surrounded with earth, 
thereby making quite a respectable lit- 
tle hill. 

How and where and when the idea 
of a “dolmen” as a fitting monument 
to famous but defunct leaders first origi- 
nated, that I could not tell you. But in 
Egypt they took almost extraordinary 
form which became known as ‘“nyra- 
mids.” 

A pyramid is really nothing but a 
gigantic funeral mound, It served only 
one purpose—to insure peace and quiet 
to the ruler who had been laid to rest 


in the burial chamber that lay under- 
neath or was hidden in the heart of the 
gigantic stone structure. 


You may well ask how such a sim- 


ple thing as a ‘‘dolmen,”’ eight or nine 
feet high, could grow into a mountain 
of masonry that reached almost as high 
as the Woolworth tower, and all I could 
answer would be “Vanity.” © 

The human race, conscious of the 
Shortness of life, has always had an 
irrepressible desire to project itself into 
the future—to insure itself against the 
oblivion by which wise Mother Nature 
prevents this world from getting com- 
pletely clogged up with names and 
reputations. 

Alas for the poor old kings of 
mighty Egypt. They enslaved their 
subjects that they .might build them- 
Selves larger and bigger and more ex- 
pensive funeral monuments than those 
of their predecessors. 

And what became of all this glory? 

You guessed it. A useless heap of 
stones and a shrivelled old mummy, 
known as Case No. 4931 in the -cata- 
logue of the museum of antiquities in 
Cairo.
